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Cedar View Dairy Barn Old- 
Fashioned Barn Raising 


Neighbors and relatives came to 
Holmes Farm with tractors and hay 
lifts to raise the barn. 


The large ends had been built on 
the ground - even the sign Cedar 
View Dairy had been painted on the 
ground and then lifted into place. 


The barn was built in June, 
1955, by Mr. Allred, a construction 
engineer from Utah County. 


George and Clara Holmes pur- 
chased and moved to the farm two 
miles east of Heber City on March 
29, 1946. 


The farm is part of the Robert 
Broadhead Homestead, which was 
signed by Ulysses S. Grant, then 
president of the United States. 
When the first company of pioneers 
came up Provo Canyon, Mr. 
Broadhead wee already plowing on 
his homestead.
